"A region ol repose it seems a 
place of slumber and of dreams. " 

This beautiful island with ita 
parks and groves, Ita th-utrs and 
vines, its pretty homes, is "a gem 

The cool delightful ozone air. 
with the magnificent panorama of 
ships on the mighty deep, gives 
health and strength to many a tired 
worn teacher, student, and worker 
iu various callings, and often 
lengthens out life's day. From 
twenty to fifty thousand people 
viaitthla resort during the heated 
months, and keep cool surrounded 
by the great Atlantic waves. This 
island was first a cartp-njeeting 
ground wheie the New England 
fathers pitched their tents and 
worshipped in the groves, "God's 
first temples,'' aodheld CXMDthtaaion 
with Nature's own Creator. As 
the year- passed on. Summer homes 
were built where the tents firs; 
stood, a town sprang up, and a 
Baptist and a Methodist tabernacle 
were erected, one in a park amid 
the flowers, the other in a grove ol 
gnarled oaks, where the breezes 
sing tunes through the branches.

It lies five 
miles out in the ocean off the south- 
ern Cape Cod coast, There are 
five tow ns on the island, the largest 
of which is Cottage City, and it is 
situated on the northeastern coast, 
facing the great ocean. On one 
side is Vineyard Sound, called "the 
greatest marine highway of Ameri- 
ca." Many ships and steamers pass 
this way toraany partsof the world. 
Vineyard Haven harbor *exteqds 
about two miles into the island. 
Hundred of schooners lie in the an- 
chor in this harbor in quiet waters, 
while the billows roll high in 
storms at sea. The New York 
Yacht Club made us a visit, which 
consisted of a fleet of about two 
hundred schooners, steam yachts, 
sloops, and yawls. At night they 
wera illuminated, and presented a 
dazzling scene of wondrous elec- 
tric beauty, This is a gr^at place 
for yachting and fishing. Some of 
the yonng ladies can sail a yacht 
most skillfully. 

There are thirty miles of con- 
crete driveways on the island, and 
with the absence of heat and dust.it 
makes an ideal place for wheel-rid- 
ing. Bathing is very fine and 
thousands plunge into the rolling 
surf. One would imagine Cottage 
City to be a town of cottages, but 
nearly all the houses are two and 
three stories. Many people from 
many cities have built summer 
homes here at the seashore, and 
call them cottages. It is a city of 
summer homes, a city of brotherly 
bve." These sojourners of a re- 
freshing clime, drinking together at 
Nature's fount, leave off formalities, 
and meet as triend with friend.

The ambassadors in Peking signed

MORAINES IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 

Effect of Glacial Action in Southwest- 
ern Part of State. 
The account of the "Moraines of 
soutbea ! tern South Dakota and theii 
attendant depos-its" by Todd (United 
States geological survey, Bull. 158, 
1899) is another example of those 
remarkable correlations between gla- 
cial action and existing topography 
by which so much light has been 
thrown on modern physiographic 
study in recent years. The outer ( Al- 
tamont) moraine marks the border 
of an irregularly lobate glader lying 
between Missouri and Big Sioux riv- 
ers, whose advance was retarded 
where preglacial hills (outliners of 
Cretaceous and Tertiary strata) stood 
in its way; here the moraine rises in 
an interlobate upland which termi- 
nates inward (toward the glaciated 
area) in a strong cusp, as in Turtle 
and Turkey hills; the rim of the is- 
land is incised by broad channels of 
glacial waters which flowed from the 
ice, and the axis of the upland is 
trenched by the trunk stream that re- 
sulted from the confluence of these 
ice water Lunche*. The broad lobate 
glacier seems to have invaded the 
preglacial course of the Missouri, 
which therefore rose as a lake (Old 
Red lake) just above Ihe entrance of 
White river from the western plains, 
the lake level being recorded by a large 
delta built by this river. The outlet 
of the lake was along the southwest- 
ern margin of the ice, where a new- 
channel has been cut from the mouth 
of White river to that of Niobrara 
river. At a later stage a second 
moraine (Gary) was formed around 
a reduced ioe lobe, whose area is 
roughly marked by the space be- 
tween the James and Vermillion 
rivers. The floor of the ice lobes is 
now a smoothly undulating plain of 
till or silt, free from buttesand incised 
by narrow stream channel* — Sci- 
ence.
